SELECTED FEATURES 


Retail Turnover 


The trend estimate of retail turnover in Victoria for 
April 1995 increased by 0.6 per cent from the 
March 1995 level to $2,211 million. This is 10.2 
per cent higher than the April 1994 level. 


At the national level, the trend estimate of retail 
turnover increased by 0.5 per cent from March to 
Aprii 1995, to $9,511 million. This is a 7.5 per 
cent higher than the April 1994 level. 


New Motor Vehicle Registrations 


The trend estimate of new motor vehicles 
registered in Victoria decreased by 0.9 per cent 
from March 1995 to April 1995. 


For Australia the trend estimate of new motor 
vehicles registered increased by 0.5 per cent from 
March 1995 to April 1995.
